RULES AND REGULATIONS 
FOR THE 
CEMETERIES IN ATKINSON 


The care, protection, use and improvement of the: 
cemeteries shall be under the immediate supervision of 
the regulareappointed sexton, as superintendent; with 
general oversight on the part of the board of selectmen. 

Fences and gates, as provided by law, shall be main- 
tained by the town, and gates closed by the sexton after: 
they have been’ opened for use. 

A plan of each cemetery, with the lots numbered and 
containing the names of owners as known, shall be kept 
by the selectmen, and copies of the same kept by the 
sexton and by the town elerk. The sexton shall upon his. 
copy indicate in each lot the exact location of graves. 
made in the same, using pen and ink, by a cross or in- 
‘tals. 

rrices of lots containing approximately one hundred 
and fifty square feet, to be purchased of the selectmen, 
shall be four dollars to residents, ten dollars to non-resi- 
dents, and all deeds of lots shall be recorded by the town 
tlerk. Transfer of ownership shall be valid only when 
likewise recorded; and when the transfer is from resident 
to non-resident be valid only after payment to the town 
of the difference in price. Monies so received from the 
sale of lots shall be expended on the care of the ceme- 
teries. 

No interment shall be made in ground, tomb, or vault 
and no disinterment or removal without a permit from the 
town clerk to be delivered to the sexton. 

All actual interments, disinterments or removals shall 
be made by or under the direction of the sexton, and 
funerals within the cemetery proper shall be under his 
supervision as to routes taken. All horses shall remain 


o 
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attended while within, and persons requested to refrain 
from walking across lots. 

The charge made by the sexton for interment or dis- 
interment shall be his time, and the minimum charge shall 
be four dollars. All excavations are to be to the depth of 
five feet. 

Owners of lots may perform the work of excavation, 
may care for and improve their own lots, or may arrange 
to have the same done by the sexton or any person auth- 
orized by him. 

Shrubs and plants shall not become detrimental to 
adjacent paths, avenues or lots, and when so shall be re- 
moved by the owner or sexton. Stones and markers 
placed upon or around lots shall be subject to approval 
for design, inscription and location, together with their 
being set upon a firm and proper foundation. 

Four dollars shall be the minimum price paid the 
sexton when hired by individuals or for perpetual care 
for one year’s care of a lot of approximately one hundred 
and fifty square feet, which shall include use of tools 
and instruments. 

Twice annually, once between May 15 and May 29, 
and once between July 15 and July 30, the grass shall be 
eut throughout the cemeteries by the sexton, and all rub- 
bish removed. For said work he shall receive from the 
town the sum of fifty dollars. 

Funds for the perpetual care of lots may be received 
by the town, to be administered by the trustees of the 
trust funds, the inéome to be used forever to topdress,. 
eut and care for the grass; any remaining income to be 
used as deemed by said trustees for the best interest of 
the lot and adjoining avenues. 

As recommended to the town Feb. 27, 1923 by its.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


‘To the School Board of Atkinson: 
Gentlemen: 


I present herewith the annual school report for the 
year 1922-1923 together with the reports of the super- 
visor of music and the medical examiner. 


A SURVEY 

By means of standardized tests an educational sur- 
vey was made during the fall of 1922 with the active co- 
operation of teachers. 
Since reading appeared to be rather weak, special pro- 
erams were laid down calling for intensive silent reading 
drills and somewhat extensive reading as well. During 
the fall of 1923, eleven months after the first test was 
given tests were repeated to determine the gain which 
had been made during the preceeding year and also to act 
as a basis upon which to determine the gain made during 
the present year. The result is given below.

In this school a splendid chance has been afforded 
to study the progress of individual pupils since each of 
the first two grades named above consisted of one pupil. 
In reading these results, only grade attained need be em- 
phasized. The boy in Grade IV attained a standing equal 
to that of a pupil who would be placed in a high third 
gerade in 1922. In 1923, eleven months later, when he had 
passed into grade V he had attained a standing in reading 
equal to that of a child who would be placed in a low 
sixth grade. Thus a gain equal to the normal gain in 
two and a half years was made in seven months under 
intensive teaching. It may be noted that four months of 
_ vacation had intervened in the meantime. Similarly the 
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5th grade boy jumped from a fifth grade standing in. 
reading to a ninth grade standing in the same time. These 
tests are subject to experimental error but making due 
allowance for this the results are exceedingly gratifying. 
Similar results were obtained in other schools but larger 
numbers prevented the following out of as careful a pro- 
gram. In every school and in every grade gains which 
were substantially above the average were made. Now 
follows a statement of the standing of the various schools. 
in the fall of 1923 according to the Stanford Achievement 
Test.

Read the above table as follows e. g. Sawyer school 
eighth grade obtained an average in reading equal to that 
of a normal child 211 months old. The standard which 
the grade should attain in reading is that of a normal 
child 166-months. Thus the grade surpassed the standard 
in reading by 45 months or nearly four years. (Read 
others in the same way). The test was worked out and 
the standard fixed on the basis of results secured in Cali- 
fornia cities.

The amount of time which the schools were in session, 
last year may be increased substantially by the elimina- 
tion of certain holidays. It is possible to have the spirit 
of these holidays well carried out in school exercises and 
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thus the pupils gain a better conception of theirmeaning 
by keeping school than by closing. Furthermore, general 
school progress will be materially helped by such a pro- 
cram. It costs nearly $40.00 a day to run the schools of 
Atkinson and, I believe that it is necessary to take this 
step to get full return for the money spent.

Parents are urged to have the disabilities which have 
been reported to them corrected. Often school progress 
is seriously hindered by some physical handicap. Defee- 
tive teeth are often the cause of faulty digestion and this 
the cause of malnutrition. Defective hearing or sight 
are common difficulties as this report shows. The cor- 
rection of these cases will add materially to the children’s 
welfare both physical and mental. 

In closing I wish to extend to the School Board of 
Atkinson my hearty thanks for their co-operation in all 
plans which I have tried to work out. 

The hearty co-operation of teachers has been a source 
of gratification. It is the professional skill and hard 
work of teachers which is responsible in a large measure 
for the progress of our school systems.

I herewith present my sixth annual report as super- 
visor of music in the Atkinson Schools. 

The Supervisor of Music visits the schools once a 
-week to give lessons and plan the work in general.' The 
erade teachers carry on the work and if they show sym- 
pathetic interest the children are encouraged to make 
their best efforts. A large percentage of the success of 
the work in music is due to the constant helpfulness of 
the teachers. Most of the children do ereditable work 
in music. 

First Studies in Sight Singing a bobk for primary 
orades by Hollis Dann is being used in the lower grades, 
while in the upper grades the songs.in the Congdon Musie¢ 
Reader prove a source of delight to all who study them. 

The work is being carried on in the usual way. Each 
year, as we hope, this course of study worked out in con- 
‘nection with the text books and other devices brings us, 
as’ a: group of schools, nearer to the aims which we have 
in mind in this work. These aims are: 

First, to have the pupils study vocal musie as a 
language, understanding how to read and sing it ac- 
curately ; 

Second, to develop as completely as possible the 
natural ability of each child to sing tunefully and to help 
those who lack this ability, to acquire it; 

Third, to educate the pupils’ taste in music so that 
the appeal and the cultural value of all good musie shall 
be real and effective in their lives.
